A Proclamation for the well manning and arming 


of che Ships, of, or belonging to this Realme, vpon their 
ſetting foorth to Sea. 


II Maieſtie, in His Princely Wiſdome, wel weighing what a great 
[incouragement it ts, both to his enemies, æ the enemies of this State, 
and vnto Pyꝛats and Robbers the tommon Enemies ok all Nations, 
land what an apparaut danger it wul be to his owne Subiects, if they 
hau adueuture to ſet to Sea inthele perillous times, being weakely 
I nanned, and in furniſhed with Armes, to reſiſt and repell ſuch as chall 
ſſayle them; in His pꝛouidente and care foꝛ the common ſafette of His 
people; Doeth heereby flraitly charge and command, That none of 

Hts Highnelſe Subietts doe at any time hereafccr, pꝛeſume to put to Sea any Ship oz Pinnace, 
of the burthen of Thꝛeeſtoꝛe Tunnes oꝛ vpwards,out of any Poꝛt 02 Trecke, of oꝛ belonging to 
this Realme ol England, vnleſſe they furniſh the ſame with ſerutceable Muſkets and Bande⸗ 
liers, ſufficieut foꝛ the armingat once, of halfe the number of all the Pcrſons oꝛ Company,of, and 


in thoſe Ships: And that they bee alſo pꝛouided aboard euery ſuch Ship, of a ſufficient quantity 
of Patch, and powder, and Bullets foꝛ thoſe Shott, attoꝛding to the length of their Uoyagein- 
tended to be made by them. And His Maieſty doth further ſtraitly charge andcommand, That 


all ſuch as ſhall haue the command. of, and in euery ſuch Ship oꝛ Pinnate, doe cauſe their Com · 
pany whileſt they are aboard, to exerciſe themſelues with the ſaid Mul kets, vpon ſuch dayes and 
at ſuch times, as chall be ſit and leaſonable foz the ſame that ſo by pzactiſe they may learne the per- 
kect vle oftheir Armes. And this to be buely and carefully obſerued, vpon paine of His Maieſties 
high dilplaaſure, and ſuch other penalties and puniſhments as can oꝛ may be inflicted bpon ſuch 


as ſhall pzeſame to tontemne His Maieſties Royall Command, intended foz the ſafetie of _ 
people,
